Mr, Justice BLatourorp delivered the opinion of the 
Court, on the 27th of October, 1884. 

Charles Morton was appointed a conditional cadet in 
the service of the United States on March 6, 1865, and 
was admitted as a conditional cadet on July 1, 1865, 
into the United States Military Academy at West Point, 
and received his warrant as a cadet, signed by the Sec- 
retary of War in January, 1866, stating that he had 
been appointed by the President a cadet of the United 
States Military Academy, to rank as such from July 1, 
1865. On the ist of July, 1865, when he was so ad- 
mitted as a conditional cadet, he entered into an agree- 
ment, as required by law, bearing that date, and sub- 
scribed and sworn to by him, which stated, that, ‘‘ hav- 
we eee selected for an ntment as cadet in the 
Military Academy of the United States, he engaged, 
with the consent of his father, in the event of his 
receivirg such appointment, that he would ‘serve 
in the Army of the United States” for eight years, 
unless sooner discharged by competent authority. The 
instrament embodied also the oath required by the Act 
of July 2, 1862 (12 St., 502), to be thereafter taken and 
subscribed by every person ‘elected or appointed to 
any office of honor or profit under the government of 
the United States, either in the civil, military or naval 
depart ments of the public service, excepting the Prest- 
dent of the United es,” “before entering upon the 
duties of such office, and before being entitled to any 
of the salary or other emoluments thereof.” Part of 
the oath was, ‘that I will well and faithfully discharge 
the duties of the office on which I am about to enter.” 
He remained at the Academy from July 1, 1865, until 
June 15, 1869, wheu be was duly graduated therefrom. 
He was commissioned as a 2d lieutenant in the 3d 
regiment of cavalry, to date from June 15, 1869, and 
thereafter as a 1st lieutenant ia the same regiment, to 
take effect from September 25, 1876. He held the 
latter position down to March 31, 1883. He faithfully 
discharged the duties imposed on him by these various 

pointments, being continuously in the service of the 

nited States, in a military capacity, from July 1, 1865, 
to March 31, i883. In computing his service pay, he 
was not allowed credit for the time he was a cadet a 
West Point as part of his time of service in the Army. 
He brought suit in the Court of Claims, against the 
United States, in July, 1863, to recover $169.07, as 
withbeld from him in respect of time between February 
24, 1881, and March 31, 1883, and, on the foregoing 
facts, that court rendered a judgment in his favor for 
that amount, from which the United States have ap- 


pealed. 

It is provided as follows by sec. 1262 of the Revised 
Statutes: ‘‘There shall be allowed and paid to each 
commissioned officer below the rank of brigadier gen. 
eral . . . ten per centum of their current yearly 
pay for each term of five years of service.” In the 
acts of Feb. 24, 1881, and June 30, 1882, making ap- 
propriations for the support of the Army, (21 St., 346, 
and 22 St., 118.) under the bead, ‘‘For pay of the 
Army,” sums are appropriated for, among other 
things, this purpose: ‘‘Additional pay to officers for 
length of service, to be paid with their current monthly 

y, and the actual time of service in the Army or 

avy, or both, shall be allowed all officers in computing 
their pay.” The only question for decision is, whether 
the time of service as a cadet is to be regarded as ‘‘ac- 
tual time of service in the Army.” 

The view acted on by the accounting officers of the 
Government in dealing with the officer under sec. 1262 
of the Revised Statutes, and sec. 24 of the act of July 
15, 1870, (16 St., 320,) of which sec. 1262 was a re- 
enactment, was to allow only for length of service as a 
commissioned offieer in the regular Army. By sec. 7 
of the act of June 18, 1878, (20 St., 150,) it was pro- 
vided that officers of the Army who had served ‘‘as 
enlisted men in the armies of the United States, regular 
or volunteer,” should be credited with the full time 
- had served as such enlisted men, ‘‘in computing 

r service for longevity pay.” Under this statute 
the practice was not to regard an officer who had served 
as a cadet as having thereby served as an enlisted man 
in the Army, (16 Opinions of Attorneys General, 611;) 
and the Court of Claims, in Babbitt v. The United 
States, (16 Ot. of Claims R., 202,) supported that view. 
After the passage of the act of Feb. 24, 1881, the ac- 
counting officers of the Government administered it as 
not requiring that the time of service as a cadet should 
be allowed as ‘‘actual time of service in the Army.” 
This was done in pursuance of the advice of Attorney 
General McVeagh. 

But an examination of. the legislation of 
shows that the cadets at West Point were always a part 
of the Army, and that service asa cadet was always 
actual service in the Army. Cadets are first mentioned 
in the act of May 9, 1794, (1 St., 366,) which provided 
for organizing, by voluntary enlistment, a corps of ar- 
tillerists and engineers, of which a part was to be 32 
cadets, ranking as sergeants, but spoken of us officers.

nited States for eight years,” is a circumstance of 


weight to show that the Government, from the begin- 
ning, treated the plaintiff as serving inthe Army. The 
service for which he engaged began on the Ist of July, 
1865, and the eight years ran from that time. That 
being his status, the Acts of 1881 and 1882, in speak. 
ing of ‘* actual time of service in the Army,” cover the 
time of his service as a cadet. 

In United States v. Tyler (105 U. 8. 244), it was 
held that an officer retired from active service, who was 
declared by statute to be a part of the Army, who 
could wear its uniform, whose name was required to 
be borne on its register, who might be detailed by his 
superior officers to perform specified duties, and who was 
subject to the rules and articles of war, was in the mil- 
itary service; and that the increase of pay = for 
each term of five years of service, by Sec. 1 of the 
Revised Statutes, and by Sec‘ 24 of the Act of July 15, 
1870 (16 St., 820), from which that section was taken, 
applied to the years so passed in the service after, as 
well as before, retirement. Under the statutes involved 
in the present case, a cadet'at West Point is serving in 
the Army as fully as an officer retired from active ser-

GIVE THE LINE A SHOW. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Ir is understood that a move is on foot to retire all 
officers of the line at the age of fifty-eight, or sixty at 
the furthest, and captains and lieutenants at the age of 
fifty, giving an increase of one grade to those who 
served during the “ War of the Rebellion.” Also, that 
all officers or soldiers upon application shall be retired 
after thirty years’ service. 

At last, it would seem that the line is about to take a 
move in the right direction, to unite ite forces and see 
what can be done to relieve it from its present sluggish 
condition. Should this concentrated effort be properly 
directed, and cogently presented to Congress, which in 
the main is disposed to be fair and just, the chances for 
success are as bright as the noonday sun in a clear sky. 
It is assuring to know that the affairs of the bill are to 
be intrusted to officers of ability, who ought and will be 
fortified with just and reasonable arguments, showing 
wherein the line has suffered, and the antidote to be 
applied. When one looks around and sees lieutenants 
on the verge of sixty-four and about to be retired from 
active service, and scores of others almost in their 
twentieth year of faithful service, there is no wonder 
that the line has united in an appeal to Congress. 

The bill is none too radical in its provisions, and its 

would infuse new life into the Service, and 
greatly promote the esprit de corps of the rank and file. 

The line _- 1s the only arm that is allowed to 
stagnate. e@ young doctor coming into service can 
count on being a captain in five years, and as a conse- 
quence he becomes the superior of first lieutenants of 
eighteen or twenty years’ service who have grown gray 
in waiting, like Micawber, for something to turn up. 
This young doctor becomes superior to him on courts of 
discipline, can rank him and his family out of quarters, 
and can command the first salutation because of his ad- 
vance in rank. The lieutenants of ordnance and engi- 
neers become captains after fourteen years service, if 
not sooner; but the poor-line sub. is without limits. 

It is to be hoped that Congress will do something to 
remedy this wrong, or at least inconsistency. R. 








ENGAGEMENT AT PAGODA ANCHORAGE. 


Tue Daily Echo, published at Foochow, of the date 
of August 28th, issued a supplement giving a 
description ofthe naval battle at Pagoda Anchorage. 
Weadd the extracts which follow to the accounts we 
have already published: 

About half-past two we saw the Yung Woo burning near the 
east bank, higher up the river tban the Pagoda isiand or bill. 
As theafternoon advanced a small junk, evidently filled with 
coal, came down the river on fire,and her mast caught in the 
yard or rigging of the firet bark (Guiding Star, think.) The neu- 
tral men-of-war immediately sent out boats and the Vigilant 
steamed up alongside the burning junk. Water was pumped and 
thrown on the fire, which was lessened somewhat, and eventually 
the jacks succeeded in getting the junk clear of the bark and 
towed it to the north bank of the river @ little below us, but 
when the tide turned in the evening this wrecked junk came 
floating back, the coal more fiercely than ever. She 
passed within afew yards of us and fortunately took « clear 
course all the way up to the creek above the customs. About 6 
P.M. I hsppened to be looking down the river and saw an im- 
mense volume of smoke suddenly hurled a considerable dis- 
tance into the air from something in the Min Ngan pass. The 
hill between us and the pass hid from our view the sest of the 
explosion, but we posed it to be the blowing up of the mag- 
azine of one of the burning gun boats which passed down the 
river more than three hours before. After sundown it was s 

rand sight watching the Yung Woo corvette and the various 
unks on fire,every now and then an explosion of some kind 
occurring in the Yung Woo. While realizing the grandeur of 
the sight we were noes Bone of these burning masses, 
apparently aground, would be floated by the floodt de and broug! ¢ 
down on the top of us by the ebb tideagain. Presently we no- 
ticed part of the fire moving, and it was soon evident that this 
waa one of the burning vessels floating slowly down stream. It 
proved to be one of the Chinese gua-boats burniug from stem to 
stern, nearly level with the water, apparently s mass of burning 
coal. Before it rounded the Pagoda isiand point, the Frenchmen 
fired a heavy shell at it, and every now and then, when it was 
struck, a mass of fire would bethrown up They fired away en- 
deavoring to sink this destruction-threatening mass before it 
reached the neutral vessels, and just before it could get to the 
Glenfinlas we saw that it was going to sink, for the fiery mass 
was gradually lessened and soon disappeared. The next day the 
Gienfinlas, when changing her horage, was obliged to slip her 
two anchors, evidently in consequence of this gun-boat sinking 
on them or on her anchor chains. Some Gring went on from two 
or three boats sent by the French to the mouth of the creek by 
the customs building. 

About4a. m. Sunday, 24th, we were roused by firing. The 
Frenchmen had three or four electric lights at work sweeping the 
the hills to the north of us, and frequently they sent a shell 
whirring over at what seemed to me to be only trees or bush. 
About the same hour two French launches were moving about 
near us search for a to’ io which had been floating down 
stream, sup to have m sent out by the Chinese in the 
hopes of striking one of the French vessels, At this hour the 
Yung Woo was still in flames, and I calculated that she was in 
that condition for at least fourteen hours. During the engsge- 
ment on Saturday the French vessels flew tLe tricolor at each 








masthead. 

The loss of life among the Chinese, I imagine, it is impossible 
yet to accarately estimate, but it must have been very heavy, 
estimated at about 2,000. The Frenchmen, by permission, 
baried six men in the cemetery on Sunday, including Mr. 
Thomas, the pilot. This, presumably, was all they bad killed. 
There are 32 wounded Chinese in the native bospita! up to the 
present. 

The London Times says in regard to the difficulties 
resulting from the war between China and France: 
—In addition to the complications already reported, a 
serious factorin the question 1s the effacement of the 
local fleet and police junk service, which had gradully 
suppressed the pirates and wreckers who for so many 
years had overrun the coast. This work must now be 
done by neutrals in the interest of trade. The geueral 
pene re A of government on the Min has broken down 
completely, and isonly maintained by the British and 
American naval forces. Past experience has taught 
what is the role played by levies raised by China. When 
the officials lose touch of them they disperse and become 
banditti, later perhaps rebels. be fact that the Eog- 
lish and Americans, mainly the former, have to safe- 
guard the coast communities, and to perform the func- 
tions of police in each place bombarded, 12 not reassur- 
ing. Quite apart from other reasons for putting her 
fleet on a proper footing, Great Britain must largely 
increase her naval strength in the China seas for this 
purpose. 
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FRENCH AND ENGLISH CRUISERS. 


AT a recent meeting held in Newcastle-on-Tyne, Sir 
William Armstrong said that there was a well founded 
scare about the insufficiency of the British Navy; but 
the cry was for ironclads, which were of little or no 
use for the protection of commerce. On the other hand, 
says he, we heard but little of the need of fast cruisers, 
to save us from depredations at sea. Nothing could be 
more certain than that, in the event of war, our mer- 
chant shipping would be attacked, and an enemy with 
a fleet of swift and powerful cruisers would give the 
go by to our ironclads. Asto adapting our mercantile 
steam flee! to act as cruisers in case of emergency, 
nothing could be more delusive, as they would simply 
furnish victims for such war vessels as the Hsmeraida. 
What we required was a numerous and ubiquitous fleet, 
and that we could never have with ironclads. Ono the 
other hand, Sir E. J. Reed, M. P., on a subsequent 
public occasion said: What I wish to point out to you 
is that not merely in the strength of your Navy, but in 
the circumstances of your Navy, you run risks and in- 
cur penalties such as have never before been run or in- 
curred. We livein the time when the temptations to 
sacrifice for the single purpcse of economy are bound- 
less. 1 read in the papers of this day a man of public 
distinction, Sir William Armstrong, urging us to aban- 
don the defences of armor, and to resort to fast and 
unarmored ships. What does that mean? It means 
that he asks you to commit yourselves, in the great bat- 
tles of England, to putting your seamen upon the top of 
a steam boiler and a powder magazine, undefended, on 
the deep sea. 

In reference to this subject the Hngineer says: 

In the Angineer of September 12 we published an 
article setting forth the position of the British ironclad 
navy a8 compared with that of France, and we now 
purpose to deal with those portions of the respective 
navies which are composed of unarmored and so-called 
protected vessels. If in our previous paper we were in 
a position to prove that our ironclad navy is hardly a 
match for that of France, we are now compelled, un- 
happily, to admit that we arein the same predicament 
as regards our unarmored cruisers. The French unar- 
nored navy includes no less than twenty-eight cruisers 
capable of steaming at speeds ranging from 15 to 18 
knots per hour; whereas England possesses only 
eighteen vessels of similar steaming powers, or ten less 
than France. As these facts are somewhat startling, 
we will give a few particulars of the respective vessels 
ineach navy, Viz. :

It will be seen that the English cruisers are, as a rule, 
more powerful than those of France, being built chiefly 
for battle, whilst many of the latter are principally in- 
tended for the capture or destruction of merchant ves- 
sels. A speed of 15 knots per hour may ke regarded 
as the lowest limit for an efficient modern cruiser, as 
such vessels should not only be able to overhaul strange 
merchant ships, but also—and this isa very important 
point—have some chance of avoiding an enemy of 
greatly superior force. It is surprising, therefore, that 
many of our newest cruisers, which embody all the 
most modern improvements in naval architecture and 
armament, such as steel hulls, armored decks, torpedo 
launching apparatus, etc., should be so greatly deficient 

itbin the last five years France bas either launched 
or laid down 81 unarmored cruisers of 800 tons and up- 
Wwerds, not one of which steams, or is designed to steam, 
ata less speed than 12 knots per hour. During the 
Same period 88 cruisers of 800 tons and upwards were 
laid down or launched for the British Navy, but of this 
number only 24 can accomplish 12 knots per hour. This 
18 another instance of the greater regard paid to speed 
by the French Admiralty. In sloops, gun vessels, and 
gunboats we have considerably the advantage of France, 
und these would, no doubt, be found very useful when 
acting in squadrons for the protection of convoys; but 
sending vessels of this class to sea singly as cruisers 
would probably result in their capture or destruction. 
“ French naval architects have a happy knack of com- 
ining in their light cruisers all the requisite qualities of

time prevalent to the effect that a high rate of speed 

Could only be attained by vessels of very large dimen- 


sions, until Sir E. J. Reed demonstrated the fallacy of 
this assumption by designing the Pallas. But Messrs. 
Sir W. G. Armstrong, Mitchell and Co. have proved 
that an enormously powerful armament can be com- 
bined with a high rate of speed in vessels of moderate 
or even small dimensions. The Protector, for instance, 
is a vessel of only 900 tons; yet she steams 14.2 knots, 
and carries one 8in. and five 6iv. breech-loading guns, 
The Japanese cruiser 7’sukushi is another vessel of the 
Elswick type. She has a displacement of 1,500 tons, 
steams 17 knots, and mounts two 10in. and two 4#in. 
breech-loading guns. The largest vessels of this class 
at present afloat are the Italian Giovanni Bausan and 
the Chilian Hsmeraida, sister ships. The Hemeralda has 
a displacement of 8,000 tons, a mean speed of 18.3 
knots per hour, and carries two 10in. and six 6ia. 
breech-ioading guns. It is not probable that her de- 
signer, Mr. W. H. White, will rest satisfied with these 
results, and we may therefore expect to hear of even 
still greater achievements ere long.

TRIAL OF ARMOR PLATES AT SPEZIA. 


Spezia, Iraty, October 9, 1884. 


On the ist, at the Muggiano polygon at Spezia, by 
the arrangement of the Royal Italian Marine, a portion 
of the programme for comparative shot tests was carried 
out upon three armor plates, 48c.m. thick, two being 
of Cammell’s and Brown's compound system, manufac- 
tured at Sheffield, Eng., and one of steel supplied by 
the firm of Schneider, at Creusot, France. The plates 
were firmly fastened with steel bolts to three separate 
targets, constructed of steel plates, with a wooden back. 
ing 52 c.m. thick, representing exactly the turret of the 
R. I. 8. Italia. 

For the shot on this occasion the 43c.m. A. R. C. 
Armstrong gun, intended for the armament of the 
Italia and- Lepanto was used, firing steel projectiles 
manufactured by F. Krupp, Essen. The charge of 
Vossano powder (progressive), four to five grains per 
kilogramme, weighed 350 kilogrammes. The projectile 
weighing 835 kilogrammes was fired with a velocity of 
570 metres, or at contact 568 metres, with a total aver- 
age evergy of 13,880 dinamodi. This was the first 
round, and was fired at the Cammell plate. In the two 
subsequent rounds egainst Brown and Creusot, the 
velocities were three metres less in each case. 

The first shot was fired against the Cammell plate, 

which was broken into five pieces, the principal fissure 
being 26 c.m. wide at the top, aud 16 c.m. at the bottom 
of the plate. The plate and backing were penetrated. 

The second shot was fired against the Brown plate, 

which was penetrated and broken up into four pieces, 

with cracks not smaller than those shown in the Cam- 
mell plate. The third shot was fired against the 

Schneider plate, which was broken into five pieces, and 

the plate and backing was completely penetrated. 

The permanent firing Commission had quite expected 

that each of the three plates would be penetrated, siuce 

the energy of the projectile was far superior to the 

greatest resistance that could be given by the best plate 

only 48 c.m. thick. Indeed it was calculated that the 

projectile had an energy capable of penetrating an iron 

plate 85c.m. thick. 

The purpoee of the experiments of the 1st of October 

was to ascertain which of the plates was best 

fitted to resist perforation, or, in other words, which 

plate was best calculated to keep out of the ship a shell 

from the 100 ton gun, carrying within itself so fearful a 

bursting charge as these projectiles do at their highest 

velocities. In view of this, the effect upon any one of 

the plates itself was a secondary consideration, so long 

as pieces of the plate were detached from the target, 

because it will be readily understood that a plate made 

of lead would under such a test remain intact, no cracks 

would be produced, nor would the plate separate into 

pieces. A simple hole would be punched through it by 

the entry of the shot. 

If we examine closely what has been the effect of 

the firing on the 1st of October, we will find that the 

steel plate of Schneider, being the softer material, has 

admitted the passage of the steel shot more readily than 

either of the compound plates. This is seen from the 

comparative absence of side thrust or wedging action 

of the projectile when it met the steel plate. The fis- 

sures produced in the steel plate were small in compari- 

sion with those which were produced by the firing at 

the hard steel-faced compound plates. 

Had all the plates been supported at the ends by ad- 

jacent plates, as they will be when on the ship’s side, 

the compound plates, by their superior harduess, would 

have offered a much greater resistance to the projectile 

than they did, because in such circumstances the pieces 
into whieh they were broken would not have separated 
as they did, and permitted the pieces of the broken pro- 
jectile to pass through, but would have remained in 

position to meet wholly the penetrative effect of the 
projectile; whereas, in the case of the steel plate, but 
little side thrust or wedging action was produced, and 
the perforation would have.been nearly the same, even 
if it had been supported by adjoining plates. 

In estimating the relative values of these systems of 
armor, this is a most important point for consideration, 
and we doubt not it will receive the careful attention of 
the Italian Naval Commission. 

The next and final part of the programme of these 
experiments is to come off next week. It is intended 
to see the effect of firing several steel shots from the 
new 10 inch B. L. gun against each of the plates, to as- 
certain the resistance of the steel and compound plates 
after the firing of the 100-ton gun at them. 

On a previous occasion this was found to be much in 
favor of the compound plates, and we are waiting the 
eonelusion of these trials with considerable interest. 
The introduction of the cast steel projectile has for the 
moment established anew the superiority of the gun 
over the armor, and to re-establish the equilibrium the 
armor must perforce be increased in thickness.

In a clear, concise manner the author imparts most 
useful information, not only for the Army, for whom 
his book is intended, but for all riflemen.

GENERAL BUTLER AND SECRETARY CHANDLER.

The first man I met was the Hon. Samuel J. Randall, 
with whom I was many years in Oongress, and I went on board 
the Tallapoosa with him, end there met Mr. Chandler and other 
gentlemen of distinction. Lepent my time especially in Mr. 
Randall’s compaay, and was more with him than apy otber gen- 
tleman on board. We were engaged a part of the time in talking 
politics, he assuring mo that he had made up bis mind to eup- 
port Clevelaud, as he has done, and advising me very pironal? to 
do the same. Much as I regretted to part with him, I told him I 
could not, for reasons I have sinve made very public. At my re- 
quest, the Tallapoosa ran from Portsmouth over to Cape Ann, 
where is my seashore bome. On my grounds the survivors of the 
Qist Magsachusette Regiment were holding a reunion under the 
auspices of Colonel Jonas H. French, their old commander, and 
late president of the Democratic State Convention. Mr. Chandler 
and myself made speeches to the soldiers. Mr. Chandler went 
back to Portsmouth on board the Tallapoosa. Mr. Randall went 
to my house, and staid with me over uight, and I took him down 
to Gloucester, showing him the method by which the Gloucester 
fisheries were conducted, and then to Boston, where we 

he going to bis home, and Ito mine. [made no barg with 
Chandler on board the Tallapoosa about anything. I certainly 
did not makes bargain with Mr. Blaine, because he was not 
there. Mr. Chandler had not seen Mr, Blaine since the nomina- 
tion, as I understood ; certainly not since the nomination of 
Cleveland. It is only your absolute good faith and kindness that 
draws me to give this narrative.”

TARGET PRACTICE. 


Masor W. OC. Manning, U. 8. A., who recently relinquished 
duty at Hdqrs., Department of the Missouri, as Inspector of 
Rifle Practice to join his company at Fort Brady, Mich., 
made, before leaving, an interesting report to General 
Augur of the condition of rifle practice in that Department. 
He recapitulates briefly the progress made dur ng the year 
and says: ‘‘No companies or troops in this Department 
have contested for the Nevada trophy. The lack of interest 
is attributed to the same cause as in previous years : & gen- 
eral distrust ia equality as now conducted.” 
With reference to the Figure of Merit Mejor Manning 
says: ‘*The figure of merit established by G. O. No. 25, of 
1888, from the Headquarters of the Army, would be valuable 
for comparison if uniformity of practice and application 
could be enforced, but without this it iz valueless. I have 
the anthority of the Colonel of a regiment having an extra- 
ordinarily high figure of merit in another Department, that 
his men are not limited to fifteen shots at any one ranze in 
one day, and that the figure of merit does not include 
any of the months frora October to March inclusive. I am 
ioformed by other officers from that Department that it is 
— throughout that command, while throughout the 
ivision of the Pacific the figure of merit is also based on 
the target season rather than the target year, 
and warming and sighting shots are allowed in 
all practice, and the use of a sight protector (virtually a 
globesight) is permitted in firing for record and classifica- 
tion. I recommend that the figure of merit be based solely 
on the number of sharpshooters, marksmen and other classi- 
fication of the company on Sept. 30.—{This is in accord 
with our suggestions of last week.—Ep.

In conclusion he submits the following recommendations 
by the Captains (4) of the Department teams of the Division 
of the Missouri : 
lst. That the present system of selecting members of the 
Department and Division Teams, by taking tke two best 
scores out of 3 be abolished, and a competition of five days 
be substituted ; the aggregate of the five days to be taken 
in determining the winners. 
2d. That officers and men be required to compete separ- 
ately—on the same conditions of course. Our experience 
shows it to be hurtful to discipline and sometimes the cause 
of hard feeling, and we recognize the fact that the officer has 
advantages in practice and opportunities and has not the 
fatigue and guard duty to perform; and we think separate 
cantests would be better for both. 
3d. We again recommend that each member of each De- 
— Team be given a medal of some;kind—if only of 
ronze—to show he was a member ; as itis now a man may 
be a member three years in succeesion, not win a medal and 
have nothing to show for his work. 
4th. We recommend that at least 5,000 ball cartridges be 
issued each troop and company yearly, in addition to the 
mt allowance, This 5,000 to be exclusively used in the 
soldiers’ individual skirmishing, and the scores made to be 
counted in determining the soldiers’ classification and the 
ve figure of merit in such proportion as may be 
fix 


The above are some of the leading points of a report 
which should receive attentive consideration by those who 
shape the present rifle practice system of the Army.

COURT MARTIAL CASES. 


In the case of Private Chas. F. Roberts, Light Batt ©, 34 
Art., recently tried at Little Rock Barracks, Ark., for absence 
and improper conduct in the city of Little Rock and sentenced 
to confinement for 6 months and forfeiture of psy, Major General 
Hancock, the reviewing authority, says : 

The record shows that while he was duly arraigned, and the 
udye advocate of the court was about to read te him the epe 
cification to the second charge “‘on the request of a ber, the 
court was cleared and cl , the prisoner retiring. Thecourt 
then directed that the prisoner be arraigned upon the specifica- 
tion to the second charge as it was originaliy drawn.” This ac- 
tion on the of the court was an illegal and unwarrantabie as- 
sumpti thority which cannot be sanctioned. The original 
specification, as submitted had been passed upon and ameuded 
to meet the legal requirements of the case, and sent by the De- 
partment Commander to the judge advocate of the court with in- 
stractions to bring the prisoner to trial upon the same. The 
power of the court over the charges and specifications thus 
brought before it was limited, the same as in the civil courts of 
criminal jurisiction on an indict t, to pass upon any question 
of law raised by # proper ples. If the court believed that g 
clerical error, or inadvertence, the specification was legally im- 
perfect, it would have been proper, in an ext case, to 
have temporsrily suspended the trial and recommend to the 
judge advocate of the court to invite the attention of the con 
vening authority to the supposed Irgal defect. It .was plain, 
however, from the specification as sent for trial that it had been 
carefully amended—and the court had no authority to interfere 
with the judge advocate in bis arraignment thereon of the pri- 
soner. The court, if not satisfied that the specification showed 
an offence under the article of war, had the power to find the 
facts as stated attaching no criminality thereto, and not guilty 
of the charge. The proceedings would then bavs been in sucu 
shape as to show the reasons for the court’s action, and enable 
the reviewing authority, if not concurriog therein, to return 
them for reconsideration. The specification to the 2d cnarge to 
which the prisoner pleaded guilty, is indefinite and does not 
show that be committed any offence in Little Rock, on Septem- 
ber 28, 1884, but merely that he so conducted himself as to cause 
his arrest and conviction fora misdemeanur which he may have 
committed before enlistment. The alleged concuct oisy have 
been en‘irely proper—and merely such as brought him to the 
recollection ot the civil authorities as a person chargeable with « 
previous misdemeanor. The gravamen of the offence under the 
2d charge, in order to authorize conviction by general court 
martial, would be that the prisoner had by certain crimina| con- 
duct while a soldier brought disgrace on the military, service, 
and made it necessary for the civil authorities to take ce 
of the statutory offence and punish him therefor. The pro eed. 
ings are disapproved. Private Roberts will be released ‘rom con- 
finement and return to duty.—G.C. M. O. 210, D. East, Oct. 
24, 84.)

Tue longevity pay case of Lieuteuant (now Captain) 
Charles Morton, 3d Cavalry, U. S. Army, involving the 
question of credit for cadet service, was decided by the 
Supreme Court on Monday last, Mr. Justice Blatchford 
delivering the opinion, affirming the judgment of the 
Court of Claims, which was favorable to the claimant, 
holding that under the statutes involved in the case a 
cadet at West Point is serving in the Army as fully as 
an officer retired from active service is serving in the 
Army under the statutes which apply to him, and that 
service must therefore be regarded as ‘‘ actual time of 
service in the Army” witbin the meaning of the acts of 
1881 and 1882 in computing longevity pay. 

We publish the decision of the Supreme Court in full, 
that each officer interested may construe it for himself. 
In a conversation with a correspondent of the JournaL 
Mr Bailey, the law officer of the Second Auditor’s office 
said, that the present impression was that the act 
would not affect any of the graduates of the Military 
Academy of an earlier date than 1861. The surviving 
members of the two classes of May and June, in that 
year, will Le entitled to the difference between their 
longevity pay at the rate of thirty and at forty per cent. 
for the three and four months between February, 1881 
—the date of the passage of the act on which the decis- 
ion is based—and May and June, 1881, it being now 
decided that thcir service of twenty years was com- 
pleted previous to the passage of the act. As ‘he act 
applied only to those in the service at the date of its 
passage it does not benefit the heirs of those who died 
previous to February, 1881, or those who left the serviee 
earlier than that. Officers whu failed in their examina.

There are but two parties in New York City, when 
it comes to the consideration of municipal affairs: the 
party composed of those who desire good and honest 
government, and the party composed of those who do 
not desire it. It is because we know that General Por- 
ter, by all the instincts and associations of a lifetime, is 
committed to the interests of the party of good govern- 
ment that we are so glad to hear of his appointment to 
this responsible office. Circumstances have made us, 
during the past year, better acquainted than before 
with the influences which are controlling in New York 
City politics. Here the expenditure of some forty mil- 
lions of dollars annually has its natural result in build- 
ing up, and giving support to,a distinct class of political 
wire workers. However much this class may seem to 
be divided, on the line of national politics, they are 
really ‘united by the stronger bond of a common self- 
interest. It is always easy, therefore, to combine them 
for the purpose of public robbery in some form. It is 
not so easy to combine the honest men against them, 
for a shrewd manipulation of political prejudices 
through the machinery of partisan organizations, usually 
keeps them apart. There have been occasions when 
they did combine, but it has been only under some such 
extreme provocation as that which was given by what 
was known asthe ‘‘Tweed Ring,” against whom the 
very gods, in the end, seemed to forge their thunder- 
bolts. But the results of such spasmodic exbibitions 
of public virtue, through the medium of popular elec- 
tions, are not long-lived, and New York has settled 
back again into much the same old way. 

Still, there are hopeful signs of which this ap- 
pointment of General Porter is one. Laws passed at 
the last session of the Legislature have deprived the 
Board of Aldermen, once known as ‘“‘the Forty 
Thieves,” of much of their power for mischief. New 
powers have been bestowed upon the Mayor, the the- 
ory being that this concentration of responsibility, in 
place of its division, will enable the people to hold 
their rulers to a more strict reckoning. The principle 
of civil service examination is also being applied grad- 
ually to the selection of candidates for appointment 
under the different executive departments. Thus far 
the Police Board has resisted the innovation, so dis- 
tasteful to the professional! politician. General Porter’s 
advent in the Board will, it is hoped, givethe advocates 
of a proper examination of applicants for appointment 
by the Board new strength. 

The principle of what is known as “Civil Service 
Reform,” when applied with judgment and good sense 
to civil administration, is intimately associated with 
goud government in the City of New York; and in the 
establishment of good government for New York City 
every citizen of the United States is interested. If the 
principle of ‘Government of the people, by the people, 
for the people” can be successfully applied here it cau

THE PORT OF ST. PETERSBURG. 


Tue idea of Peter the Great to make a port at his 
new capital has heen at Jast realized. It will be re- 
membered that in order to enable the merchant vessels 
to reach St. Petersburg that great ruler tried to cut a 
caval at the mouth of the Neva. Nearly two centuries 
have passed since then, and the Czar’s capital bas 
had no port until now. All the merchant steamers, 
ships and barks stopped at Kronstadt, thirty miles 
from the capital. Kronstadt being a naval port could 
not well afford accommodation for over a thousand 
merchant vessels per annum; and besides the transporta- 
tion of goods from Kronstadt to St. Petersburg, the 


, double unloading and other difficulties, entailed expen- 


ses amounting to from seven to ten million roubles per 
annum. Being connected with the Volga by three 
systems of canals §t. Petersburg was the natural entre- 
pot for the Russian foreign trade and badly needed a 
port. 

In 1872 Mr. Putiloff, a wealthy owner of iron works, 
selected a site for the port and connected it by a rail- 
road with the principal railroad depot of St. Petersburg, 
but a ship canal was a necessity, for at the mouth of 
the Neva the water was only about eight feet deep. In 
1877 the Russian Government commenced the canal 
which has only been recently finished. It passes 
through the four islands whose shape is greatly changed; 
these are, the Cannoner’s Island, the Volny, the Kero- 
sene, and the Gutuevsky. The swamps along the canal 
were filled, and the place is prepared for the ware- 
houses. The bed of the canal is designated by red and 
blue buoys. 

The ceremony of the opening of the marine canal is 
postponed till the next spring when the Uzarina, in the 
presence of the Czar and the highest authorities, will 
cut the ribbon stretched across the canal. On that oc- 
casion the Czarina will be presented a golden porte- 
bouquet inthe shape ofa dredger of the dredging machine, 
and the dignitaries of the State will be given the golden 
jetons in the shape of a star with a steamer in its centre. 
But the actual opening in fact has already taken place 
in advance of the official ceremony. On October 2 four 
men.of-war passed through the canal from Kronstadt 
to the very mouth of the Neva. These steamers were, 
the Imperial yacht Derjava, Commander Lazareff; the 
cruiser Africa, Commander Dubasoff; the stearh fri- 
gate Olzxf, Commander Lavroff, and the Im- 
perial yacht Cearitza, Commander Zarin. They 
stopped at the new wharf having made their 
trip in an hour. Whenthe acting Minister of the 
Navy, Admiral Tchihatcheff, the Minister of the Ways 
of Communication, Gen. Possiet, with the other offi- 
cers of different departments came to the port, is was 
decided to run three of the steamers up the Neva to the 
very Bridge of Nicholas. The Africa went first, amid 
loud cheers, but she took the wrong course, and 
grounded after going about 850 feet. Next the Olaf 
was ordered to go ahead, and it safely ran by the 
Africa and came first to the bridge, reaching it exactly 
at noon. The Czaritea came second, and the Africa 
last, at 2 o’clock. 

Meanwhile the whole of the capital was astir. The 
people hurried to the bridge to see the unusual sight, 
and many of the St. Petersburgers, for the first time in 
their life, saw a man-of-war. The Novoe Vremia said 
on this occasion: ‘' To-day a great event took place in 
our capital. For the first time since the foundation of 
this city, there appeared in our beautiful river, almost 
in the centre of the capital, the huge marine steamers. 
The shade of Peter the Great should triumph to-day. 
Hence all the marine and naval vessels may be the 
guests of our capital.” 

The public were allowed to visit the men-of-war, and 
thousand of the St. Peterburgers availed themselves of 
the Opportunity. The Africa is 280 feet long, and its 
draft is 17 feet. This steamer was bought in the 


United States in 1877, andit was known here as the 
Saratoga. The Olaf is 180 feet long, and its draft is 
"7 feet. The officers of this steamer show with pride a 
slip of paper, on which the present Ozaritza then the 

'vna, wrote after a pleasant trip: ‘‘ Good-bye, dear 
Olaf. July 11,1877, Maria.” _ 


The port of St. Petersburg will revolutionize 
both the home and foreign trade of Russia. The 
ship canal connecting it with the sea is 17% miles 
long ; its width varies from 210 feet at the St. Peters- 
burg end to 350 at the Kronstadt entrance. The depth 
is the same throughout its length, viz.: 22 feet. The 
amount of earth removed on the bed of the canal was 
40,670,000 cubic feet, and the canal cost 13,000,000 
roubles, not counting 4,000,000 roubles spent on the 
port proper. Mr. Saloff was the chief engineer, as- 
sisted by the engineers Messrs. Fufaevsky and Jirukhin. 
The contractors were Messrs. Boreisha and Maximo- 
vitch, and Mr. Hdelheim the chief superintendent, 








GengeraL E. A. Carr, U.S. A., Superintendent of 
the Mounted Recruiting Service, has recently issued a 
circular to the officers under him, which contains some 
practical advice. He says that he has observed on the 
frontier how much annoyance to officers and good 
soldiers, and expense and injury to the service, is caused 
by drunkards, tramps and other worthless fellows, who 
have been incautiously enlisted; that he believes that by 
due care in examinations, questionings and inquiries, 
most of those characters can be kept out. 

He gives it as his opinion that fifty good sober relia- 
ble men are worth more than eighty, of whom ten or 
fifteen, or even half a dozen, are poor stuff from drink, 
laziness or other causes, and thinks that the time has 
passed when we can enlist drunkards and tramps, with 
the hope of making them good soldiers by iron disci- 
pline and isolation on the frontier. 

Upon the subject of re enlisting old soldiers General 
Carr expresses the belief that the Army should not be a 
hospits! for men who have been drunkards in it before, 
and will be drunkards again, and says: ‘‘We all havea 
strong feeling for an old soldier, particularly when he 
has a good discharge; but we know how stroug is the 
temptation of a Company or Troop Commander to for- 
give the shortcomings of a man who has served with 
him for five years or more, particularly if he has been 
on hard campaigns, distinguished himself in battle, etc., 
and we feel the same when the man comes to re-enlist. 
But these very men furnish the leaven to keep up drink- 
ing ln the Army, to transmit the habit to young sold- 
iers, and to ccntinue the false opinion that all soldiers 
will occasionaily goon sprees. When offering to re- 
enlist they are profuse in promises; but the promises of 
drunkards are written ina fluid which is not indelible.” 








Rear Admiral C. H. Wells, U. S. N., is proposing 
to bring suit against the New York Central Sleeping 
Car Co. to compel them to reimburse him. $69, stolen 
from him in one of their cars, while passing between 
Albany and Boston on the 18th of September. The 
suit will help to determine the question as to the re- 
sponsibility of Sleeping Car Companies, where they fail 
to protect their passengers against the lossof. valuables, 
while travelling, under tie ostensible protection of the 
servants of the company. The answer to Admiral 
Wells’s demand is a denial of liability on the part of 
the company, together with a statement that acknowl- 
edgment of liability would lead to all sorts of fraudu- 
lent claims against them. The least such companies 
can do is to provide a place on each car where money, 
jewelry, etc., can be placed in the custody of the porter 
or the sleeping car conductor. They ought to be com- 
pelled to do so by law if, as they claim, they are not 
now liable. Admiral Wells’s belief is that he was 
made a victim to the dishonesty of the company’s 
porter. 





Captain Stanhope E. Blunt, Ordnance Department, 
who has done so much to promote good marksmanship 
throughout the Army, met with a pleasant surprise this 
week when he received information from the Lieuten- 
ant General of the Army stating that he was wanted 
for special duty at Army Headquarters. He is to be 
given charge of all matters relating to Rifle Practice, 
filling the position held by General Tidball during the 
oldregime. Having given the subject much attention 
Captain Blunt isthoroughly qualified for his new du- 
ties, and he will no doubt do much toward promoting 
the efficiency of this important branch. He reached 
Washington on Monday to consult the Lieutenant Gen- 
eral about his assignment, and immediately after re- 
ceiving his orders left for General Terry’s headquarters 
at St. Paul, where he was Chief Ordnance Officer, to 
pack his traps for moving to Washington, where he 
will assume charge of his new office early in November. 
General Benét in his annual report just submitted, re- 
ferring tothe new work on target firing, which wil) 
embody the experiences of the Army in target practice 
during the past five years, being prepared by Captain 
Blunt, says: ‘‘His wide experience in charge of target 
practice and his excellent record, skillful rifle shot. in 


many contests, assures Capt. Blunt’s success in the 
preparation of a satisfactory text: book for instruction 
and guidance of the Army, in the most interesting fleld 
of study and practice.” 








Tae Pall Mall Gazette, having given its opinion 
about the condition of the British Navy, publishes in a 
recent number the ‘‘ Truth about our Coaling Stations.” 
The article maintains that in any survey of the position 
of the British Empire in case of war, it is impossible to 
separate the safety of the coaling stations abroad from 
the question of the efficiency of the navy. Details and 
data are given to support statements, and various 
separate heads denote the several points, which include 
‘The Coal Capacity of our Ships,” ‘‘Coaling Stations 
aad Commerce,” ‘ Docks,”’ ‘‘The Cause of our Weak- 
ness,” “‘Our Naval Stations,” etc. The Gazette, refer- 
ring to the fact that the Russian ironclads, the Vladimir 
Monomach and the General-Admiral, have gone to the 
Pacific, says: ‘‘ This is serious news. The Vladimir 
Monomach is one of the newest ships in the Russian 
Navy, It has a displacement cf 5,750 tons, a plating 
of 7-in. armor, and carries six 6-in. guns. The General- 
Admiral has a displacement of 4,600 tons, 6-in. armor, 
and carries four 8-in. and two 6-in. guns. These ships 
could overpower our fleet in the Chinese seus, burn 
Hong Kong, levy a couple of millions indemnity from 
Singapore, then go across the Pacific and destroy our 
coaling station at Vancouver Island. Of course, there 
is no reason to suppose that they will do any of these 
things, but it is clear that the Agamemnon was not 
commissioned a day too soon.” 








Tue report of the mixed Board of Engineers and 
Ordnance Officers — Colonel Baylor, President — ap- 
pointed to report upon the number and kind of guns 
required for the proper armament of. our fortificatione, 
} will be forwarded to the Secretary of War in the early 
part of next week. Not much is heard from the Con- 
gressional Committee appointed to lodk into the heavy 
ordnance question. They have evidently taken a rest 
until after the November elections, when they will take 
up the subject again to hurry it throughin time to 
make their report when their respective bodies reas- 
semble in December. 








A FULL meeting of the Ordnance Foundry Board was 
held in Washington this week, forjthe purpose of com- 
paring the data gathered by the two sections during 
the summer, and preparing their report for Congress. 
Upon the latter they did not make much progress, as it 
was dliscovered that one branch of their investigations 
had not been thoroughly covered—the capacity of steel- 
producing works. Their circular letter to steel manu- 
facturers requesting information regarding the quantity 
and quality, and th> prices at. which they could furnish 
steel, 1t was found had not been responded to so gen- 
erously as was hoped, and in orier to obtain the views 
of these people, it was decided to meet again in the 
early part of Nove aber, in Philadelphia, when a hear- 
ing will be given those gentlemen, when they will wind 
up their report. 








Tur London Times commenting on the naval en- 
gagement at Foochow, China, says: ‘‘The naval lessons 
taught by the engagement on the Min River are the 
power of the superior armament of the French, the ef- 
fect of torpedo boats, the great value of machine guns, 
particularly of the Hotchkiss type, and the value of the 
admirable electrical apparatus for telegraphy used 
nightly. These points, and the excellent management 
of the balloon service ia Tonquin, deserve the serious 
attention of our naval and military authorities.” 








Tue Paymaster General of the Army has been con- 
sidering for some time the feasibility of adopting some 
new system of vouchers which will make it impossible 
for an officer, without making false entries, to either 
duplicate his pay accounts or transfer them before they 
are due. He has now determined upon a form in the 
nature of a certificate, to be attached to the pay 
voucher, which he wil! submit to the Secretary of War 
upon his return for approval. 








Tuere is a general air of business throughout the 
whole Navy Department now. Ali the bureau chiefs 
have returned to Washington and have been busily en- 
gaged in the preparation of their annual reports, which 
are to be submitted about the 1st of November. The 
draughting rooms of the Bureaus of Steam Engineering 
and Construction and Repair are working with a good 
force in. conjunction with the Naval Advisory Board 
upon the detailed drawings of the new vessels of ;war 
to be asked for this session of § Congress. 
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Ir is rumored that an effort will be made at the next 
session of Congress tu increase to twelve the number of 
Rear Admirals on the active list of the Navy, recently 
reduced from ten to six. It is intended that the 
new appointees shall be selected from those Oom- 
modores who have perfyrmed, or are performing, duty 
as Acting Rear Admirals. In this connection it is said 
that Rear Admiral Wells was refused the command of 
the North Atlantic Squadron because of his short time 
to serve before retirement. The Commodores who 
rank the Acting Rear Admirals are greatly exercised 
at this scheme, and refuse to recognize the legality of 
the appointment of Acting Rear Admirals in time of 
peace, making them, without law, subordinate to their 
juniors in rank. The Secretary may in time of peace 
create, temporarily, flag officers to command squadrons, 
but it 1s urged that there is no law for the appointment 
of Acting Rear Admirals. It is further contended that 
our squadrons are not large enough to require Rear Ad- 
mirals, and that the title of Commodore is a good old 
title, under which the most of our naval victories have 

been gained. Should the flagship of an Acting Rear 
Admiral come into one of our ports, where his senior is 
in command fiying a Commodore’s pennant, there 
would certainly be a commotion as to salutes and cere 

monies. The Commodore would, naturally, require the 
first salute from bis juniors, and would return only a 
Commodore’s salute. It is denied that all of the Com- 
modores down to the Acting Rear Admirals were offered 
command of squadrons and refused them. 








Vioz-Apmirat Richards, in a letter to the London 
Zimes on ‘The State of the Navy,” expresses an opinion 
not altogethercomplimentary to commissions: “Where,” 
he asks, “are the results of all the Commissions 
which have sat for the last quarter of a century? 
Have we a single harbor the more or foreign dock ? 
Have we a coal depot or a port abroad or at home de- 
fended in consequence of their reports, which, if exist- 
ing, are probably pigeon-boled, and may serve as ob- 
jects of curious antiquarian research in ages to come.” 








AN agitation is going on in England to extend to 
Ireland the system of Volunteer Forces. Various at- 
tempts have been made in this direction since 1860, but 
so far without success; but there seems of late to be a 
general opinion that the exclusion is unmerited, and 
that the undeserved stigma should be removed. 





Ay excellent epitome of Tripler’s Manual, prepared 
by Major Chas. R. Greenleaf, Surgeon U.S. A., for 
the information and guidance of recruiting officers in 
the examination of applicants for enlistment, has been 
issued from the headquarters of the Army. Much has 
been added since the original publication of the Man- 
ual, and the work is now one which wiil greatly aid re- 
cruiting officers when called upon to examine appli- 
cants without the assistance of a medical officer. 








An effort will be made by the Senate conferees on 
the Naval Appropriation bill, never to get the bill 
agreed upon through the House, immediately upon the 
reassembling of Congress. The clection being over the 
Democrats can make no iuriber objection to the Sen- 
ate’s demands for new cruisers, on the ground that the 
head of the Department will use the money appropri- 
ated for that purpcse to influence the elections.

It 
may be assumed, however, that when all the charts are marked 
with the Greenwich meridian, all chronometers will indicate 
Greenwich time.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Tux death of General George A. H. Blake, U. 8. A., of 

the old 24 Dragoons, which ocourred at Washington, D. C., 
October 27, will cause deep sorrow to many old comrades 
and friends. Born in Philadelphia in Aug. 1810 he received, 
June 11, 1836, an appointment as 1st Lieut. of the 2d U. 8. 
Dragoons, and served in Florida until 1841, being engaged 
against the Seminole Indians in actions at Fort Melton, Ju- 
piter Inlet, etc. He was promoted Captain December 3, 
1839, and during the Mexican War was at Cerro Gordo, de- 
fence of Puebla, Contreras, Molino del Rey, Chapultepec and 
City of Mexico. For his gallantry at the affair at San Au- 
gustine, Mexico, he received the brevet of Major on the 28d 
of July, 1860; he was promoted Major of the Ist Dragoons 
and Lieutenant-Oslone! May 13, 1861, and Colonel of the Ist 
U. 8. Cavalry February 15, 1862. During the war he served 
with distinction, being engaged in the Seven Days’ Fight, 
battles of Gaines’s Mills, Aldie, Middletown, Upperville, 
Gettysburg, etc. For his gallantry and efficient services dur- 
ing the Gettysburg campaign he received the brevet of 
Brigadier-General. On the 16th of December, 1870, after 
an active service of over thirty-four years, he was retired at 
his own request. Many will sincerely mourn the death of 
allant George Blake. About twenty years since he married 
the widow of Captvin L. B. Wood, formerly of the 8th Inf. 
He leaves no children. 
The remains were taken to Philadelphi: on Wednesday, 
and the funeral services took place on Thursday at the Arm- 
ory of the 1st Regiment, N. G. P., and were largely attended 
by relatives and friends, Army and Navy officers, members 
of the Loyal Legion, Waskington Grays, of which he was 
some time a member, and of other military organizations. 


Potice BSurcron W. H. Ensicn, who served for some 
years as an Acting Assistant Surgeon, U. 8. Army, at Sitka 
and in Arizona, died October 26, at his residence, 214 West 
22d Street, New Ycrk City. His death resulted from 
blood poisoning, caused by kidney disease. - Dr. Ensign 
was native of Middletown, Conn. He was graduated from 
University of the City of New York in 1861, and was a house 
surgeon at Bellevue Hospital for atime. He was Post Sur- 
geon successively at Forts Prescott, Verde and Date Creek 
in Arizona, for a period of three years. He returned to New 
York in 1872. Dr. Eosign was in the fifty-firat year of his 
age. He leaves a widow. 

Mz. Francis O. Bowman, awell known lawyer of New 
York, died on Thursday, October 30. He was identified with 
the organization of the United States Sanitary Commission 
at Washington dming the war, and was several years the 
private secretary of Adm!. Theo. Bailey, of the South Atlan- 
ticequadron. He was a gentleman of high personal character, 
of a genial and refined nature, passionately devoted to music 
and a musical critic of exceptional ability. He was the 
founder and President of the Mendelssohn Glee Club of New 
York.

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REPORT OF THE OHIEF OF ORDNANCE. 


GeneRnat Benét, Chief of Ordnance U. 8. Army, reports 
his receipts for the year to be $2,987,130.53, of which 
$2,015,255.58 has been expended. For the general care, 
preservation and improvement of the Rock Island Arsenal 
an increase on the $10,000 last appropriated is asked. For a 
milling shop at Springfield Arsenal $80,000 is asked. Here 
35,133 small arms have been manufactured, and much work 
done in repairing, making swords, etc., and manufacturing 
the Ohaffee Reese magazine gun, which, with the Lee and 
Hotchkiss magazine guns, are ready for trial. New arrange- 
ments for the rod bayonet and attachment will soon be sub 
mitted. The front and rear sights of the rifle have been 
amg | improved, embodying all the details which have 

n found of value in long range firing, and it is hoped that 
that they will satiafy a much needed want of the Army. 

The various rewards for successful efforts on the part of 
officers and soldiers, offered for rifle practice, have ma 
powerful and healthy stimulus to the steady improvement of 
the Army in skilfal markmanship. A new work on target 
firing, which will embody the experiences of the Army in 
target practice during the past five years, is being > 
under the authority of the War Department, by Captain 8. 
E. Blunt, Ordnance Department. 

Tne improved Gardner gun has been tried, and is reported 
to be light, compact and simple in its structure, and to com- 
pare favorably with the Gatling gun in every thing except 
rapidity of fire. The device for feeding is admirable, an 
the pasteboard box for containing the ammunition of the 
infantry can be easily adapted for use with this guo, which 
isa great advantage for a machine gun, designed to co- 
operate with infantry fire. The Board has recommended 
that some of the guns be procured for service. 

More than ordinary interest has been evinced in the 
theory and practice of gunnery by portions of the artillery 
branch of the service, and notably so by batteries stationed 
in New York harbor, under Oolonel John Hamilton, com- 
manding Fifth Artillery. His ‘‘ Report of Artillery Prac- 
tice’ at ‘The Narrows,” in October and November, 1883, 
which is submitted, will be found interesting and compre- 
hensive, giving an excellent practical system which can be 
applied in other harbors and roadsteads. His report is sub- 
mitted, in the hope that its publication may excite sume such 
degree of interest and emulation in the study and manipu- 
lation of heavy cannon as vow rules the Army in rifle firing. 
This report gives expression tothe zealand ability which 
have crowned Colonel Hamilton’s endeavors with such en- 
couraging success. 

EXPERIMENTAL GUNS. 


Gen. Benét says: The condition of our coast defences is a 
matter of grave concern, and calls for immediate action. The 
consti uction of the several experimental guns commenced in 
1883, and has progressed as rapidly as circumstances, some- 
what unfavorable, would permit, The backwardness of for- 
eign manufacturers in meeting their engagements for fur- 
nishing steel forgings bas caused delay. It has now become 
practicable, however, to procure part of the forgings needed 
from the Midvale Steel Company, and an order has accord- 
ingly been given to that effect. The 12-inch. B. L. rifle, cast 
iron, will soon be ready for trial. 

The body for the 12-inch M. L, rifled mortar has been cast 
and finisLed, and hoops of suitable quality procured from the 
Midvale Steel Company, and the work of hooping the mor- 
tar is now in progress at the South Boston Feundry. The 
experiments cole last year with two ex ntal 10-inch 
M. L. rifled mortars, obtained by shortening at the muzzle, 


research, in attaining at so early a period an equality with 
the very best-known standards, The hoop required for the 
12-inch B. L. rifle, cast-iron, hooped and tubed, —_—, of 
dimensions too great for the existing rolling mill at the Mid 
va'e Steel Works it became necessary to enlarge the mill 
and make new rolls. These hoops are now being turned out 
from the mill to finish to a length of twelve inches, the 
finished interior and exterior diameters being as follows, 
viz.: inner row, interior diameter 39.20, exterior diameter 
45 90; outer row, interior diameter 45.90, exterior diameter 
58.70. The greater part of these hoops are now rolled, and, 
so far as the preliminary tests have been made, they equal 
in oo the smaller hoops for the 12-inch mortar and 
8-inch rifle. The forgings destined for breech blocks—of 
the interrupted-screw ty pe—were hammered endwise as well 
as laterally, and after being bored through were oil- tempered 
and annealed in the same manner asthe hoops. The mean 
om pose qualities as determined from tensile tests of tangen- 
tial 6 three inches between shoulders, were as fol- 
follows, viz.: specific gravity, 7.8648; hardness, 20,64; elastic 
limit, 23.5 tons; tensile strength, 44.2 tons; ultimate elonga- 
gation, 17.3 per cent.; reductiou in area, 35.5 per cent. 

The results from compression test of tangential specimens 
twelve inches in length were as follows, viz.: Elastic limit, 
21.7 tons; strength, 28.4 tons. 

The tensile tests of tangential specimens, three inches long be- 
tween shouliers, taken from both ends of the annealed forging 
for the tube of the 10 in. gun, connected with an 8 in. by the in- 


d | sertion of a steel lining through the muzzle, gave the following 


mean results, which were deemed satisfactory, viz: Elastic limit, 
17.2 tons; tensile strength, 35.7 tons; elongation, 24.3 per cent.; 
centraction of area, 34.6 per cent. 

‘The work of conversion was done at the South Boston Foun- 
dry, and after ite completion the gun was sent to the Proving 
Ground, Sandy Hook, N.J.,and turned over for trial to the 
Board for Testing Rified Cannon, etc., appointed under the act of 
July 6, 1884. The gun has fired 500 rounds, and still re- 
mains in good condition, and the board has pronounced favora- 
bly upon this mode of conversion. Bids Lave therefore been in- 
vited this year for furnishing the materials for, and doing the 
work of, converting fifty 10in. 8. B. guns into 8 in. rifles by 
lining either with a coiled wrought iron or a forged steel tube, 
and that pian of conversion will be adopted which presents the 
greater economy. 

The work of adapting the carriages for the 15 inch 5. B. guns 
to the increased charges now employed, as provided for under 
the act of Maroh, 1883, has been steadily carried on at Watertown 
Arsenal; also the adaptation of the same carriage to the 11 inch 
M. L. rifle, and the alteratious of the 10 inch barbette and case- 
mate carriages tor the service of the 8 inch converted rifles. 

On the Mann gun the board report: “This gun having burst at 
the twenty-fourth round, its endurance was not satisiactory to 
the board, and hence it cannot recommend that it be put to use 
in Government service.”” The work on the Yates gun at the 
South Boston Foundry has been much delayed from the difficul- 
ties experienced in procuring suitable material for this peculiar 
construction. The steel castings procured from the Midvale 
Steel Company for the breech mechanism developed, in finish- 
ing, sand holes that caused their rejection, but a second set has 
Some guecetee and found satisfactory. The first tube also, ob- 
tained from Firth, of Sheffield, England, was rejected for erro- 
neous dimensions; and a second tube has been ordered from the 
Nashua Steel Works, Nashau, New Hampshire. 

Briefly speaking, the results with the Lyman-Haskel! multi- 
charge gun as yet are very far from fulfilling expectations; indeed 
the actual power thus far realized is small in proportion to the 
weight of the gun and to the weight of its charge, as compared 
with the results from contemporary single charge steel guns. 
This gun is being repaired by the addition of steel hoops to the 
chase portion surrounding the crack, and before long will be 
ready for furthor trials. 

The Messrs. Du Pont have undertaken the manufacture of 
prismatic powders, and for some months past have been en- 
gaged constructing a suitable press. All the necessary arrange 
ments for the manufacture will probably be completed by the 





and rifling two 10-inch cast iron 8. B. guns, have d 
strated the practicability of employing some of our existing 
types of projectiles, in pieces of this type, with satisfactory 
results, From the same experimenta a suitable character of 
rifling was also determined for the 12-inch mortar. This 
mortar should be ready for trial during the next month.

ment having been attracted to the remarkabie results obtained 
abroad froin the so caJled Brown or Cocoa prismatic powder, of 
German manufacture, several samples were procured for trial 
with heavy guns. Samples of the same were also supplied to the 
Messrs. Du Pont, who now have this species of powder under 
investigation, and it is expected that at an early day they will bo 
able to furnish prismatic powders giving results equally as good 
as have been obtained with the German Cocoa powders. Three 
forms of an obturating primer have been manutactured recently 
at the Frankford Arsenal, and ate to be subjected to tests at the 
Proving Ground, Two of these primers are of the class known as 
friction primers, and are closely allied to the Krupp obturating 
friction primer; the third is an electric primer and was designed 
at the Frankford Arsenal. 
PROTECTION OF TORPEDO LINES. 


For experiments in this direction the Department procured last 
ear a Hotchkiss 47 mm. single barrel shoulder gun, and a Hotch- 
iss 568mm, revolving cannon, Owing to delay in procuring 
suitable powder, andthe more pressing urgency of other work, 
no extended triais with these guns have as yet been made; they 
will be taken in hand, however, early in the coming year. A 
table of data respecting the Hotchkiss single barrel guns furnished 
by Mr. Hotchkiss is exbibited in an appendix 24. 

Experiments have been made during the year by the Ordnance 
Board in firing shells charged with explosive gelatine from service 
guns. The practicability of making such firings, using ordinary 
gunpowder as the propelling agent, with satety and certsiaty 
seems now almost assured. Some 8-inch steel shall have been 
ordered with a view to increasing the peaetration in iron plates, 
and with the expectation that the explosive effect of the gelatine 
will thereby be considerally augmented. 

The steel 3.2-inch B, L. gun gm by the Ordnance Board is 
now under trial by the Board for Testing Hifled Guns,etc. The 
experimental character of this gun necessitated a number of 
changes in details during its manufacture; improvements ou the 
original design, which were suggestions mainly from the Officers 
of the Department entrusted with the manufacture. Mention is 
here made of these facts as showing, from the satisfactory 
character of the result, the wisdom of prosecuting purely experi- 
mental work at some Government establishment. The results 
obtained with three and a half pounds of powder and a thirteen 
pound projectile are thus surmized : 

Initial velocity, 1635 it., mean of 18 rounds; pressure, 29.16 
pounds per sq. inch, mean of 25 rounds; energy in foot tons to 
aquare inch of cross section, 29.99; per pound of powder, 68.91;° 
total, 241.20; per pound, weight of piece, 681.53 foot pounds; per 
cent realized, 78. 

Accuracy of fire at a target 20°x 40° at one mile distance: 
Mean vertical deviation, 3.63 ft.; mean horizontal deviation, 2.23 
ft.; mean deviation, 4.26 ft. 

Pressure and velocity with 3.5-peund charges and 13-pound 
projectile: Using Freyre gas check, mean of 6 rounds; velocity, 
100 ft., from muzzle, 1605; pressure per sq. in. 27.375; using De 
Bange gas check, mean of6 ronpds; velocity 100’ from muzzle, 
1629; pressure per square inch, 29.950. 

These results are deemed extremely favorable as compared with 
the rings of similar guns in European services. The gan has 
been fired in all, thus far, two hundred and forty-four rounds, 
and without any apparent injury or deterioration whatever. 

As it is but rational to anticipate the of this feld gun 
and its carriage, an estimate has been submitted and an appro- 
priation is asked for to euable the Department to continue their 
fabrication to arm the light batteries of our army with a modern 
breech-loading field gun and carriage. 

During the past year a copper-banded projectile has beon test- 
ed with the 3.2-inch field gun,and has given excellent results, 
and other banded projectiles of larger caliber are under fabrica- 
tion for experiment; a suitable shell and shrapnel for the field 
service have also been devised and tested, and point time and 
percussion fuzes have been adopted; experiment: with base per- 
cussion fuses are still in progresa. These various trials have 
been conducted under the able supervision of the Ordnance 
Board, consisting of Col, T.G. Baylor, Major G. W, McKee and 
Capt. Chas, Shaler, who bave in most instances prepared the de-

Power to administer oaths 
and take depositions i# asked for for officers of Courte-martial 
and olficers of the Judge Advocate’s Department. 

The law regarding contempt of Courts-martisl should be 
changed, so that punishment cau be imposed for disobedience 
and witnesses can be torced to testify. 

By section 1361 of the Revised Statutes prisoners under con- 
finement at the military prison, undergoing sentences of Courts- 
martial at Fort Leavenworth, are liable to be tried and punished 
by Courts-martial, under the Articles of War, for offences 6om- 
mitted during confiuement, For the sake of preserving neces- 
sary discipline it is advisable that the law should be so amended 
as to embrace all places where military convicts are confined, 

A number of recommendations of judge advocates and officers 
acting as judge advocates are submitted with the report. Major 
Henry Goodfellow approves the bill now pending in Congress to 
abolish the garrison court, and authorize its powers to be exer- 
cised by a single officer, the secondincommand. He suggests, 
in order to prevent an obvious snomaly, that the words, “not 
being the accuser,” should be faocorporated in the proposed 
law, and that a power of appeal to the de ment commander 
be provided. He states that the number of desertions might be 
diminished by legislation and orders providing for greater care 
in recruiting to obtain good men; and that the enlistments 
should be for three years, with strong inducements in the way 
of increased pay for re enlistment, that the troops should be 
paid monthly, and half their pay retained until the end of their 
enlistment, interest Leing psid upon deposits, with a provision 
made for allotment in favor of dependent relstives. Instead of 
—s a court in every case, he suggests that it be sworn once 

or all. 

Captain Frank D. Baldwin, 5th Iofantry, Acting Judge Advo- 
cate General Depariment of the Columbia, compares cur Army 
with those of foreign powers, and concludes that the real cause 
of desertion with us is that the soldiers are so often compelled 
to do labor of a non-military nature. The non-commissioned 
officers shou'd receive a greater compensation for their services, 

The post trader's system, he states, should be entirely abol- 
ished, and in ite stead greater facilities should be given the men 
te purchase their necessaries from the Commissary of Subsiet- 
ence. The punishment of offenders should consist more of 
manual labor and less of fines. In each cf the military divisions, 
Captain Baldwia states, a school of instruction for non-commis- 
sioned officers could be established, from which a staff of non- 
commissioned officers could be calied into life. He concludes by 
stating that the Buresu of Military Justice should be required to 
compile, at an early date, a work similar to the one on the crime 
of desertion, containing all decisions of the Supreme Court, Attor- 
ney General, Judge Advocate General and Secretary of War, as 
far as practicable, classifying them so as to serve asa guide to 
those engaged in the administration of military justice, 











THE ENGLISH IN EGYPT. 


Tae plan for Gen. Wolseley’s expedition to Khartoum, as 
finally settled, furnishes him with a total force of 8,500 Eng- 
lish troops. He will take 5,000 of these one to Dongola, 
leaving a reserve corps of 3,500 at Wada Halfa. The Mudir 
of Dongola has promised to furnish a contingent of 3,000 
men, to be composed of members of the 
which he will have recruited from the vicinity of a, 
and to be armed with Remington rifles. If an advance in 
force shall be deemed necessary beyond Dongola, the re- 
serves will push on from Wada Halfa. Several Sheikhs are 
acting as an escort to Gen. Wolseley on his route from Wady 
Halfa to Ambigol. The Canadian boatmen speak lightly of 
the reported obstructions and difficulties of the cataracts of 
the Nile. Gen. Wolseley Oct. 28 reached Darass, some dis- 
tance south of Wada Halfa. A heavy division of mounted 
infantry has arrived at Assouan. Gen. Wolseley's instructions 
from the Government are to bring Gen. Gordon and Col. 
Stewart back from Khartoum. No further ofensive ( - 
tions than should prove necessary to secure oo go 
permitted. Neither the English nor the Egyptian Govern- 
ment are pared to assume the responsibility of the gov- 
ernment of the Nile Valley beyond Wada Halfa, though 
they would be glad to see an independent government 
lished at Khartoum which would keep peace with Egypt, 
would enconrage commerce, and prevent the slave trade, 

Broad Arrow says: ‘‘ We do not believe there is a vestige 
of truth in the assertion of the Pall Mali Gazette ‘that a let- 
ter of Zebebr Pasha was seized the other day, encouraging 
the Mahdi to fight to the last.’ In an interesting letter to 
the Pall Mall Gazette, a Cairo correspondent gives informa- 
tion, from the lips of a Greek merchant, about affairs at 
Khartoum and El Obeid, at the latter of which places he 
spent last year. Gordon holds Khartoum with slaves bought 
at £20 apiece. He made a great mistake in away 
the Bashi-Bazouks from Khartoum, at all events, as these 
brave fellows died at Berber to the last man fighting for the 
Khedive. Gordon, it seems, treats all the natives as ene- 
mies, for in his expedition he destroys the water wheels and 
uses the wood, which is very scarce, as fuel for his steamers. 
Tbat means no crops and absolute starvation this autumn 
and next year, and the cessation of life and labor in the dis- 
trict ravaged. The Greek states that there is no ‘Vizetelly’ 
or ‘O'Donovan’ at El Obeid. The Mahdi has now 40 
and 10,000 men armed with Remi ns, but at least 100,000 
men will answer to his call in Darfour, Kordofan, etc., if he 
be attacked. He has 5,000 well-mounted cavalry, but they 
would be more than tripled if he sammoned the Dark 
and Darkamet tribes. Perhaps the Mahdi will remain quiet 
if let alone. He will resist fiercely if attacked, for he docs 
not like being smashed.”

THE EFFICIENCY OF THE ARMY. 
To tre Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Tax last mail brought us an address from Fort Sid- 
ney, Neb., signed by three efficers of the 21st Infantry, 
proposing one grand united effort of the line of the 
Army for the by Congress of ‘‘ An act to pro- 
mote the efficiency of the Army,” a draft of which is 
enclosed. 

That promotion is slow enough in the lower grades to 
quell the ambition of even the most ardent is conceded, 
but in their anxiety to “‘fire the old fellows out,” are 
not the youngsters running the risk of so eee 
the retired list, as to place the n the 
hands of those who wish to destroy it ? 

And these are not few; jealousy and envy, if the 
meanest, are also among the strongest and most univer- 
sal of passions. There are hundreds of ex-officers on 
the pension list to-day, who never receive the pittance 
doled out by a rich and bountiful Government, without 
inward heart burnings towards those favored mortals of 
the Regular Army, who when laid on the shelf do “ rest 
from their labors” on 75 per centum of their full pay. 

I have heard merabeis of Congress make eloquent 


and plausible arguments on what they considered the 
Sross injustice of the difference of pay of the pension 
and the retired list; and if the ‘‘ Reformers” should 


ever get control of the Government what a “labor of 
love” it would be to relegate tothe pension list all those 
now on, or hereafter to be placed on the retired list. 

The condition of affairs in the Army is greatly to be 
regretted, but is the natural result of the way in which 
the present Army came into existence. 

On the breaking out of the Rebellion in 1861, the 
Regular Army was enormously increased. A mass of 
young men of practically the same age (25 to 85) were 
thrown into the Service, filling all the lower grades, 
from captain down. They came into service practically 
On the same dates and were arranged by personal or 
political favoritism, without reference to age or knowl- 
eige. Slow promotion is the inevitable result. Ina 
normal army the young come in at the foot of the list, 
and get their promotion by the death or promotion of 
men older, of longer service or higher rank than them- 
selves. When the captain and his lieutenants are all of 
the same age, and come into the Service ‘‘in a bunch,” 
the laws of natural promotion are violated, and it be- 
Comes accidental and slow. 

Not having access to the records of the War Depart- 
ment, I cannot be sure of my statistics, but I believe 
that [am safe in saying that three-fourths of the cap- 
tains of the line (say 825) are now between 45 and 55 
years of age, and that at least 350 first lieutenants of 
the line are over forty. 

Should this propused bill become a Jaw, much more 
than one-half of the whole line of the Army will be 
forced upon the retired list in the next ten years, and 
that list will become so Jarge that even the best friends 
of the Army will be unable to withstand attacks upon it. 

What will make the matter worse is that most of these 
officers have no disability (except their fifty years). As 
a rule, they are stalwart, healthy men. 

Is it to be presumed that hostile demagogues will not 
seize the glorious opportunity, and poiating to some 
broad-shouldered recipient of the national bounty, ex- 
claim: ‘‘Look at that man. He is healthier and 
stronger than most of you, yet you are taxed to mainu- 
tain him in idleness?” 

From the time of that wonderful bill of indictment 
of George ILL. to the present day, a ‘‘standing army” 
has never been a popular institution in this country. 
Personally, we nave “‘hosts of friends,” and there is 
scarcely a man of prominence in the affairs of the 
mation that has not some blood relative in the Army; 
but with all this advantage we are easily assailable. 

Iu 1872-3 « very determined effort was made to get a 
bill through Congress placing all wounded or disabled 
volunteer officers on the retired list of the Army. It 
was defeated by friends of the Regular Army on the 
— that the bill, if passed, would swamp the re- 


Among ex-volunteer officers and their friends there is 
a strong under current of — at the supposed injus- 
tice of retiring a wounded regu ar colonel on $281 per 
month and pensioning a similarly wounded volunteer 
colonel on $30 per month. And this feeling crops out 
at every session of Congress. That there is most ex- 
cellent reason for the difference all intelligent men 
know, but no arguments can change opinions founded 
On interest. 

The bill under consideration preposes to place almost 
at once some six hundred additional officers on the re- 
tired list, bringing the number up to more than a thou- 
sand ; and as the ege fixed is comparatively young the 
additions must for some years be far in excess of the 
casualties. [In all human probability, the passage of 
this bill will, in ten or fifteen years, result in a retired 
list of officers numerically greater than the active list. 

There is a good deal of ‘‘ chin music” in these pt 
and incessant complaints of the slowness of pro on. 
It- has always been slow. In the ‘‘ good old days” 
“ before the war” a lieutenant got his company in from 
ten to fifteen years, and the grades of captain, major, 
and lieutenant-colonel required each about an average 
of ten years. Owing to reasons already given some 
captains of the present Army have been captains, and 
some lieutenants have been lieutenants, for nearly 


twenty years, but among the field officers the regular | place

by a monthly payment sufficient for all ordinary wants. 
To gratify the reckless and selfish ambition of the 
younger officers of the Army, shall we be so foolish as 
to kill the retired list ?—the that lays the golden 
egg—that will render our dim old days enjoyable and 
happy ! Not with my consent! : 
am opposed to the proposed bill in toto, 
There is one lead ‘toward promotion that I would 
gladly see worked. It is the unlimited opening of the 
disability list of retired officers, and the retirement 
at once of all officers who are physically uvable to at- 
tend to their duties. ‘‘ Kissing goes by favor” andtog:t 
an ofticer on that list now-a-days, requires as much ‘‘ in- 
fluence” as to make a minister at the court of St. James. 
In a list recently published (I know not by what au- 
thority) the names of fifty-three officers of Infantry 
were given, all reported ‘‘unfit for service by reason of 
wounds or disability.” One regiment had three cap- 
tains and five first lieutenants so reported. Let us get 
rid of our decrepid before striving to retire souud, 
healthy men merely because they have reached a certain 
age. No demagogue would dare make a point on the 
retirement of any number of officers if the cause be 
wounds or disability incurred in the line of duty, but 
any political economist will have a good right to kick 
against the enforced pauperization of five or six hun- 
dred captains and lieutenants on the heinous offence of 
being fifty yearsold and standing inthe way of younger 
men. A successful fight against the retired list can 
only be possible when it shali be overweighted by five 
or six hundred sound, healthy men, whose oniy dis- 
qualification for service is in being fifty years old. In 
the interests of a comfortable and safe old age, I am 
utterly opposed to this bill. 
In lieu of it I propose that the grand concentrated 
First. To let the present limit ‘for age severely alone. 
Second. To authorize every officer to retire after 
thirty years service on his own application, without the 
consent of the President. 
Third. To open unlimitedly the retired (disability) 
list, and place thereon every officer, who on proper 
medical examination shall be pronounced permanently 
unfit for the service. 
The present system of ordering officers before Boards 
of Examination is too subject to ‘‘influence.” An offi- 
ger may be utterly unfit for service, or he may be off on 
sick leave for unlimited periods, but if he has ‘* back- 
ing” sufficiently powerful, he will never be ordered be- 
fore any Some more direct move must be de- 
vised to get at the influential incapables. 
This is all we need for a healthy promotion, and we 
run no risk of finding ourselves in our old age pension- 
ers. ' 








THE FIFTY-EIGHT YEAR LIMIT. 


Fo the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 
I nave been a soldier a great many years, have heen 
affected by the legislation of a great many years, have 
been frightened every year nearly of my official life at 
the radical measures discussed by and for Congre3s.

hand of a soldier.” That was, at least, a ‘*‘ high- 
toned” witness. Well, all I wish in the above to say, 
is, that it is just as well that the Army in organization 
and administration is not in the hands of its officers. I 
be much regret the necessity for saying this. 
he past year there was at last a real hupe started in 
the breasts of the true friends of the Army, that lieu- 
tenants would at length come to their rights under law 
and equity, out of which they had been kept by the 
decisions of high officers, who barefacedly proclaimed 
the base position that it was better to do a littie wrong 
all round to the lieutenants for promotion and rob them 
of just rank, affecting them balefully all their life, 
rather than to impose the cost of their transfer on the 
Government—l refer, of course, to corps promotion. 
I ask our past great generals, adjutants, secretaries, 
where was there a lieutenant that would not have paid 
his own transportation, if the squalor of the country 
— rather than lose his promotion in its proper

** COURTS-MARTIAL.” 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

Unver the above heading, in your paper of September 27, 
1884, *‘ Dakota” has seen fit to arraign, convict, and sen- 
tence eight officers of the Army without ever giving them an 
opportunity to defend themselves. 

I will state for the information of Mr. “‘ Dakota,” that the 
Court-martial referred to consisted of eight members and 
the judge-advocate; that upon the promulgation of the re- 
view a request, signed by every subordinate member of the 
court—eight in number—was forwarded, asking that a Court 
of Inquiry might be grante} them. This was done in order 
that the facts of the case might be laid before the Com- 
manding General more fully than was possible in the pro- 
ceedings. All the officers aforesaid emphatically denied 
that there existed in the court any hostility towards the 
president; that the absent members refused either by words 
or acts to render explanations; that they acted in an undig- 
nified and improper manner or were the cause of any out- 
rageous squabbles; or that they attempted to depose the 
presiding officer. 

All of the aforesaid subordinate officers have done all in 
their power to have their conduct thoroughly investigated, 
and they are not only willing but anxious to be brought to 
trial in order that the truth may come vut. 

The only thing that the absent members and the judge- 
advocate did which could be consirued into ‘‘a sportive 
amusement for a wager” was to engege in a competition at 
target practice during a recess of the court. 

If “Dakota” knew as much of this case as both he and 
the public ought to know, he would probably have learned 
that the prisoner heard nothing of the discussions that took 
place, for the court took particular cure that be should be 
sent out whenever a controversy seemed imminent. 

If the powers that be bad granted the unanimous request 
of every subordinate member of the court for a Court of In- 
quiry, the public and “‘ Dakota” might have learned who 
played the ‘‘school-boy.” 

** Dakota’s” article brings to mind a speech once delivered 
to a court by its presiding officer. The businees of the 
court having been delayed many hours by the said presiding 
officer, the latter made an oration to the effect that he, the 
President, had been ia the Army for many years; that his 
main object in lite was to avoid making speeches ; that the 
fuudamental principles of all well disciplined armies were 
obedience to orders and respect to rank and superiors ; tust 

during his loug experience as an officer he had heard mem- 
bers of courts called liars and had scen one or two fist 
fights; that he had never seen a court like the one he was 
then addressing ; that when the members ar:ived at his age 
and experience they would know something; that meetings 
of courts should be governed by one head, and not likes 
baseball club or a Democratic Convention; that he had4 
boy who would graduate from West Point about the time 
the members of the court should arrive at his (the presl- 
dent’s) position in life ; that he hoped the boy wouid not sit 
where the members of the court were then sitting and try to 

teach them Jaw as they had tried to teach the piesident lav; 
that he, the president, might or might not be a devil, ete. 

Now, I cannot agree with “‘ Dakota” that such a president 

should be given unlimited power, for he might unexpect- 
ediy take off his eyeglasses, pick up his sabre, grab his bat 

and leave the court room of his own volition. 

In conclusion, I desire to say to ‘* Dakota” that I recog: 

nize the fact that no officer should criticize the action of bis 

superiors, particularly through the public press ; but in this 

cage they have been proclaimed in the papers throughout 

the country as gamesters and riotons individuals, unfit to be 

in the Army, and have been denied the privilege of defend- 

ing themselves ina regular way. Therefore, when assailed 

in such articles as ‘* Dskota’s,” they feel that they would ad- 

mit all that is said of them did they not use the only means 

left to them for defence.

Broad Arrow says Germany has in round numiers § 
standing army which counts (on a peace footing) 450,000 
men and officers; but these tigures could be raised almost 
immediately to 1,500,000 without counting the last reserv®, 
or Landsturm.

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THE STATE TROOPS. 


PARADE OF FIRST AND SECOND N. Y. DIVISIONS. 


JurireR Puiuvius evidently has a grudge against the 
National Guard, and like Evacuation Day parade a year ago, 
and the recent turnout in Brooklyn in honor of the Army of 
the Potomac, Tuesday’s parade before the Governor came 
off with the accompaniment of a steady, disagreeable drizzle, 
achilly blast, and muddy, slippery streets. Overcoats be- 
came the order of the day, and the grand sight of both 
divisions arrayed uniformly in the handsome State dress (all 
but the 7th and 22d Regiments) was lost. However, the old 
gray overcoats worn by the majority of the troops, alongside 
of the blue, were shown off in all their ugliness and shoddy- 
ness, and the contrast may bring about the ultimate uni- 
forming of the whole Guard in blue overcoats, as well as 
blue service coats and trousers. The New York troops evi- 
dently had the advantage of their Brooklyn neighbors, be- 
cause they kept out of the wet by remaining in their armorics 
until the last, ehoanent, while the 2d Division, most of which 
were in harness since an early hour in the forenoon, got the 
full benefit of the drenching. In spite of the opposition to 
the parade on political grounds manifested by many during 
the previous week, every organization was well-represented 
numerically, and it is a pity that the elements prevented an 
exhibition equally advantageous in other respects. ‘Tho dis- 
appearance of gaudy, incongruous uniforms, and the sub- 
stitution of a practical dress, has wrought an immense im- 
provement in the appearance of the troops, who now look 
like bona fide soldiers, inspire the spectator with confidence, 
and convince the tax-payer that the money required for their 
equipment is spent for a practical purpose. As usual, the 
reviewing stand was erected at the Worth Monument, and 
the divisions formed line on 5th avenue, right resting about 
$8th street, which brought the left of the 2d Division way 

up amongst the seventies and gave them a quite extended 
march before they reached the stand. Through some mis- 
understanding or doubt as to whether the parade would be 
postponed eeveral New York regiments arrived late—one 
after the Governor's carriage had passed the line. This 
carriage was occupied by the Governor and Adjutant-General 
Farnsworth, and was followed by the carriages which 
contained the remainder of the staff, Brig.-Gen. D, D. 
Wylie, Inspector General P. H. Briggs, Judge Advocate 
General Horatio C. King (who had not forgotten his 
chapeau this time), Surgeon General J. D. Bryant, Inspector 

General cf Rifle Practice C. F. Robbins, and others, The 

guard at the stand was furnished by the 7th Regiment, un- 

der command of Lieut. J. W. McDougall, assisted by Sergt. 

Waldo Sprague. There vere sixteen privates, a handsome, 

stout, athletic body of men, who carried themselves in a 

soldierly manner aud did their work in fine style. The im- 

provement in guard duty is quite noticeable. Constant 

criticism and the experience gained at the camp doubtless 
show their effect. The blue overcoat of the Seventh, 
although it is still furnished with the small cape which has 
been substituted in the Army by a longer and more substan- 
tial article, looked soldierly, but the appearance of the men 
was not improved by the white crossbelt, nor does the shako 
with white pompon equal the State helmet as a headgear. 
In spite of the unfavorable weather, an immense crowd was 
drawn up on the sidewalks along the line of march, and 
they took their wetting philosophically. Umbrellas, 
though numerous, became useless articles, as every attempt 
to raise one was promptly neutralized by the shouts of the 
ubiquitous small boy, who preponderated in large numbers, 
and took to the mud puddles as a duck does to the pond. 

Abont 4 p. m. the Gubernatorial party returned from their 

drive through the ranks of the two divisions and took the 

stand, and shortly afterwards the sound of Gillmore’s well- 
known strains announced that the column was moving. 


THE FIRST DIVISION. 


Major-Gen. Alexander Shaler, handsomely mounted and 
followed by his equally well equipped staff, opened the pro- 
cession. Officers as well as horses have officiated so often at 
similar occasions that the task has become second nature to 
them. They salnted in fine style, every blade dropped sim- 
ultaneously with that of the commander, and then made 
room for the commander of the ist Brigade, Brig.-Gen. W. 
G. Ward, with his full staff, folluwed by the 22d Regiment, 
headed by Col. Josiah Porter, with 11 commands of 16 full 
files. Company E, Oapt. G. P. Freeman, as usual, had the 
largest command, and this, divided in two parts, furnished 
the eleventh company, under command of Lieut. N. B. 
Thurston. This was a quite creditable turnout for 
the Twenty-second, which generally on such occasions 

only ten compapies in line. The pavement right 
here at the stand is much worn, and the numerous cavities, 
some of them quite deep, were filled with mud, the entire 
pavement was slippery, and the preservation of perfect 
alignments was an utter impossibility. Making rearonable 
allowance for this state of affairs, the regiment went by in 
fine style, officers generally saluting well, and showing that 
they, a8 well as their men, are well looked after by the regi- 
mental commander.

This fact is dueto a superior corps of company as 
well as field and staff officers in standiug and intelligence, 
and the correctness of Col. Jones’ judgment in selecting his 
Officer is amply proven and bearing excellent frait. The 
companies all consist of an energetic, intelligent and atten- 
tive class of men, and the regiment under its present system 
is constantly improving. A good-natured rivalry among 
the companies works wellin the direction of the efficiency 
of the whole, and if the regiment keeps up its present rate 
of improvement it will soon take its place among the crack 
organizations of the State. A dark overcoat would harmon- 
ize better with tho remaiuder of the officers’ uniform. 

The handsome form of Capt. F. P. Earle headed the 2d 

Battery, which was commented upon favorably on the hand- 

some mounts of the men, who did not wear their overcoats. 

The Gatlings were brightly polished, and the whole made 

an impression that men, uniforms and armsand equipments 

are well looked after. {As a show the battery formed a pleas- 
ing feature of the turnout. Next time care should be taken 
not to let the trumpeters get too far ahead, as was the case 
on this occasion, Salutes were well and properly rendered.

As 
Col. Emmons Clark approached the stand the first genuine 
and enthusiastic burst of applause broke out and continued 
all along while the Seventh with 20 commands of 16 solid 
files passed the stand with magnificent aligaments and dis- 
tances, and the swinging easy gait peculiar to the organiza‘ 
tion. While every officer saluted properly and handsomely 
and every man did his level best to show off to the best ad= 
vantage, there remains but little to be said beyond the fact 
that the regiment again made the bestrecord in the proces- 
sion. As to the abolishment of the white crossbelt and the 
substitution of a more modern headgear, we have referred 
to. that while speaking of the Guard iz the earlier portion 
of this report. The magnificent turn out in the face of the 
fact of the unpopulsrity of the parade with a large number 
of the members shows, that after ull the reputation of the 
regiment is the first consideration with the boys and that 
a ready to sacrifice every other feeling to this senti- 
ment. 

The 7lst with Colonel Vose at its head had only seven 
commands of 12 files and then there were many files uncov- 
ered in the rear ranks.

Col. James MoLeer,in front of the 3d Brigade, was received 
with cheers, and followed by the 18th Regiment, commanded by 
Brig.-Gen. A. C. Barnes, with 10 commands of 16 files, which kept 
well closed and aligned, and marched past the stand with an 
elastic step approaching that of the 7th nearer than any organ- 
ization in the procession.

The 14th, in blue State trousers and State helmets, was hardly 
reorganized as the organization which used to parade in red caps 
and trousers.

The detachment was to ride alternately pace for one 
verst, (about two thirds-of a mile) and trot for two

NEW SYSTEM OF TORPEDO DEFENCE. 


Tuz Engineer of Oct. 17th published a description with 
illustrations of a system patented by J. 8. Williams, an 
American gentleman, of Montague street, Russell square, 
London, of working electrical torpedoes, launches and tor- 
pedo boats, and the appliances he proposes for their equip- 
ment and his method of utilizing « system of electrical ap- 
pliances for the defence of sea ports, harbors, coast and 
coaling stations. By the employment of such means and a 
well-organized system of coast defence, it will, he claims, be 
_ impossible for hostile vessels to land troops or in-

As iteHignnse spreads, the popularity of life insurance 
advances.
